There are some 45,000 convicts in thb- 
United States now working under sen- 
tence in the 130 prisons in the different 
states. Annually, these convicts turn out 
millions of dollars worth of goods which 
are thrown upon tho market and whioh 
naturally come in competition .with thft 
articles manufactured by shops, mills and 
factories operated by industrious me- 
chanics who have families to support. 
This is one of the bad- features of the 
contract labor system; 'and yet, on the 
other hand, .comes the question, what 
shall bo done with tho convicrs when 
they got into prison ? In fact it is a seri- 
ous question, as wo have said before, on 
account of the great number of persons 
under sentence in tho penitentisries of 
the country. 


Of course, free labor , can not compote 


with prison labor, and if it is possible it 
should not come in competition with it. 
But when we -look at the other Bide of 
the grave question we readily see that the 
convict, fully as much and even more, 
t'aan 
the 
free 
man, needs con- 


stant 
labor, "which 
shall 
occupy 


both his hands .-and his thqughts,;and 
keep him. from those forms of self-de- 
struction and moral death which idleness 


prison invitos." While in prison it is' 


all-essential that the convicts' should be'- 
taught useful pursuits and habits ot iii- 
dustry, or olae, when they have finished 
their sontouoes thoy will go into the 
^ orld again in no bettor condition than 
when they committed the crime for 
which they were convicted and senten ced. 


There have been many. system's sugger- 


ted by persons interested in reformatory 
matters, but none of them seem to . .an- 
swer the demands of that large class that 
oppose the contract'syjtern.. The. .ques- 
tion will :be largely discussed in the' set- 


-eral states this winter but whether prac- 
tically or not .remains to be seen.

DOWN AN EMBANKMENT.' 


Terrible Accident on nu Excursion 


Tralu---One 
Killed nml

KANSAS CtTv,' Mo., Nov. 7.—A terrible ac- 


cident befell tho west-bound passenger train 
on the Chicago, Bock Island ' & Pacific road, 
at a point about two 'miles west of 
Jimiesport, Mo. 
The train, which was 


dno nt Kansas City at 8 a. m.., waa 
several hours late, and was. running at a 
hich rate of speed, wuan one of the wheels of 
the rear coach broke, precipitating the rear 
•car down a high embankment and mixing up 
tho passengers in a struggling mass. The 
car, 
which belonged to tho Minneapolis & 


St. Louis railway, a branch of the Rock 
Island, contained a largo excursion party 
composed of well known citizens of St. Paul 
and Minneapolis, en route to.California with 
their families. When Hie car rolled down the 
•embankment the stoves were .upset and'tho 
hot coals scattered 'in all directions, the scena 
being a terrible one for awhile, as it was 
thought tho car would catch fire and burn 
with its load of human freight. The flames 
were at once put out, however, and the pas- 
sengers' removed from tlio wreck through the 
windows and doors. It was thought at first 
that several wore killed, but when tho in- 
jured were removed a Mr. Adam Gotzain, of 
Minneapolis, was found to be the only one 
fatally injured, ho dying o£. his wounds 
shortly after the wreck. His wife was seri- 
ously injured, and will probably die, while a 
niece who was traveling with them received 
two dangerous wounds. Tho railway . com-, 
pany did everything possible for the injured, 
a portion being quartered at tho hotels 
iu Jamesport,. the remainder, -who could 
not travel, being removed to 
Trenton. 


The train bearing tho excursionists reached' 
Kansas City at.il'ato hour in the afternoon, 
and many startling tales wera told by those 
who escaped. At 9 o'clock p. m. the party, 
with the exception o£ the badly wounded, 
continued their trip toward California over 
the Santa Fo rood.

Jupiter is'mornlDg-;star'aud wins the 


place of honor in the monthly presentation 
fortho surpassing beauty .of his appear- - 
ance as well as for the fact that his .ap- 
proach to the earth will sooii brinK'him 
into' a position favorable for telescopic i-e- 
search. ;No planet in. the solar family ex- 
ceeds in interest for terrestrial observers 
tho one that holds a place second only to 
the sun in size o-nd majesty. 


• On the '27th, at noonday; Jupiter is in 
quadrttturo' with, tho sun on his western 
side, being tbo third of tho great planets to 
reach tliHs epoch, in the synodic course, 
'J?ho.Princo ofPlanots then beams from tho 
starry depths just SO deg. in longitude 
west of the sun, rising -about' sis hours' 
after sunset, being near the . moridian at 
sunrise and.sotting about sis bours after 
sunriaov ', Thus, attended by a 'brilliant 
retiuua of stars; he travels' wltTi stately 
step-on tho celestial road', 'and' reigns the 
brightest' of- them'. all throiigh tho' still 
waljchos of tho silont night. 


Oh the IQtb, at one o'clock in tho after- 


noon, Jupiter is in conjunction with Llavs.. 
Tha two planets are- thou CO min. apart. 
They will bo near enough together to bo 
worth observing when they rise, soon afcer 
eleven o'clock) on .the evening of the lOtli. 
The- ruddy hue of Mars and tha golden 
tint of Jupiter make,' an interesting con- 
trast, astd' as claarly dotormluo tho indi- 
viduality - of tuo planet as the familiar 
features of well-known friends distinguish 
thorn from oach other. 


Saturn is morning star, and ranks sec- 


ond tp:Jupiter in the eiceediuE beauty ot 
Uis appearance, shining with a softer light 
and paler |huo. He contributes Uttlo to the. 
incidents, of the- month; but, holding his' 
position near th'o Pleiades and Aldeharan, 
contents himself with playing .tha part of ' 
tho celestial gem that shines serenely .in 
tho heavens, mid attracts 'the admiration 
of every one whoso eyes are turned toward 
tho stars v>-hon his' presence crowns tbo 
night.

Mars is mornips star, andcomesinfor-th'o 


third place, as he has already.attained no- 
ticeably-increased dimensions and taken 
on a somewhat Cary huo. An ovont of un- 
usual interest occurs this ' month in tho 
progress o£ Mars. The constellation Can- 
cer, or the'Crab, contains a nobi'-lous clus- 
ter of minute stars known as Praesepo: 
Tho cluster is luminous enough to be dis- 
tinctly soon by the naked oye on moonless 
nights. On the 2ith, at noonday, Mars is 
in this cluster, and when ho rises in tho 
evening about cloven o'clock ho will be an 
interesting object lor observation, especial- 
ly through a telescope. There is no 'need' 
of describing his position, for be is then 'a- 
short distance to tho northeast of Jupiter, 
and can be readily rocoRnizod. 
' On tho Gist, at midnight, Mars takes his 
turn in coming into quadrature with tho 
EUTI, tho fourth On the list, Neptune, Sa- 
turn and Jupiter having taken the prece- 
dence. It will be noticed how nearly Mars 
and Jupiter travel in the same path, and 
hoiv close they seom together, though hun- 
dreds of millions o£ miles. and- tho whole 
family of tho asteroids intervene between 
the outermost of the inner group of plnnetn 
and the innermost of the outer group of, 
planets.

junction of Mars and Jupiter 011 tho 21st. 


Uranus is morning star, and ranks as the 


fourth for tho part ho plays on the monthly 
record. On -the 13th, at seven o'clock in 
tho morning, bo is in. close conjunction 
u-ith BotaVirginis, being only 5 mill, north 
of tho .star. It will require » poworf ul tel- 
escope, to bring to view planet and star 
after their appearance above the hnri'i&i! 
about four o'clock. 


Neptune is morning star, and enjoys tho 


distinction of being tho first of the morn- 
ing quintet to appear above tho horizon. 
Ho is called a morning star, although he 
rises oarly in the evening. But tho outor 
planets are all classed as morning stars 
from conjunction to . opposition, regard- 
less of 'the timo of rising. Xeptuno is rap- 
idly approaching his nearest point to tho 
oarth, and it he wore nob so far away 
would afford moro material for'rosearch. 
To. him belongs tho honor of boLug tho only 
planet whoso presence v>-as f pit u nil posi- 
tion mapped out before he wns actually 
discovered. 


Mercury was evening stfir until tho Gth, 


and morning star 
for tho rost of tho 


month. On'tho4th,.at nine o'clock ia the 
•morning, ho was in conjunction with Vo- 
nus, tbe former moving westward toward 
.the sun, and the latter moving eastward 
from the sun. Both planets are so noar tho 
sun that the meeting will bo invisible to 
terrestrial observers. 


• On the 6th, at eight o'clock in tlio even- 
ing, Mercury was in inferior conjunction 
with the sun; passing batweon the. earth 
and the great luminary, and becoming 
morning star as he reappears on his west- 
ern side^ 


• On tho 20th, at two o'clock, in-the after- 
noon, ho is in conjunction with Gamma 
•Virginia, being 1 dog. 1 min. south of the 
star. 
Bright-eyed observer* may possi- 


'bly 'see the noar approach of star and 
'planet on the morning of tho 20th, for the 
planet is them visible, anil tho star will bo 
a guide to its position. 
But the atmos- 


pheric conditions must be nearly porfc-t, 
.or the observation will be in vain. 


Oil the, 2'2d, at ten o'clock in the morning:, 


Mercury." roaches his greatest western 
elongation, 'being »t that time IS deg. Si 
•min. west 'Of the sun..- This is .the last 
favorable opportunity during_tho year for 
'seeing Mercury as morning star.: Ho risos 
on the 22d an hour and a half .before .the 
sun, and must be .looked for .9 deg. north 
of tho sunrise point. 
He will be visible 


at that timo,;and also for.'several days .be- 
fore and after elongation. 


The October1 moon fulls- on tbe ICth at 


thirty -seven minutes after ono o'clock 'in 
tho morning, Washington mean time, or 
forty-nine minutes after one o'clock, New 
York time.

passed noar /Venus ; and Mercury on the 
morning of tho change/ Tha full moon of 
the 10th is in close conjunction with Nept- 
une on tho 17th.

pellea to. Mate Arrangement* for 


their H-eeplDE- 


' The legislature of last winter enacted a 
law fo'rbidding county boards of super- 
visors paying for tho Jreeping'of prisoners 
in the county jail esceptjthose committed 
by due process of law 
At the recent 


meeting o£ tho Rook county board of su- 
pervisors, the following instructions to 
the sheriff were adopted: 
. 


"WHEREAS, It having come to the 


knowledge of this board of supervisors 
for Rock county, that tho jail of said 
county has been used for., illegitimate- 
purposes, it having been & long establish- 
ed custom for the sheriff to receive per- 
sons into said jail who have been illegally 
committed. Therefore be it resolved- 
that from and after the adoption of this 
resolution, tho sheriff be and he is here- 
by instructed to receive no persons 'into 
the county jail at the expense of said 
county unless such persons shall have 
been committed by due process'of., law." 


Tho effect ot the above law, and the 


instruction of tho county supervisors will 
apply more particularly to;-the- city of 
Janesville than'any other locality, and 
practically closes.the jail against the city, 
so Jar as the arrest of persons by the mar- 
shal and special police are concerned, 
"unless such persons shall have been 
committed by due process'of law,'• which 
means that they must first bo taken before 
the municipal court.. AB matters now 
stand the'marshal has no place to con- 
fine a-prisoner he may arrest after tho 
hour of closing the court, and of course 
this includes all classes of law-breakers, 
murderers, thieves, tramps, drunks, vag- 
abonds, and midnight prowlers. In view 
of these facts, the common council will 
bo compelled to consider the question at 
its next meeting, and' to provide some 
means for taking oare.of such persons as 
the officers may arrest during the recess 
of the municipal court. 


In a conversation .with Sheriff Harper 


this morning,'he informed-us that he 
should continue to receive persons ar- 
rested by tho city marshal the same as 
heretofore, until the next-meeting of the 
common council, when that body could 
consider the matter, and make such, ar- 
ran gements for the keeping of tho pris- 
oner.saB.it deems necessary.- Of course, 
Sheriff Harper does this at Lie own ex- 
pense,'as by the wording of ..the above 
resolution, the county'board-will not al- 
low any bill presented ;on that account, 
and it will be necessary forth a council to 
take decided action • at the next regular 
meeting either to arrange with Sheriff 
Harper, or build.a "baatile". ot their own 


Mayor St. John was-very decided in his 


views regarding tho .action of the board 
in passing the resolution, but could not 
say what action -the common counci 
would take. He'thought that tho coun 
oil would probably make some arrange- 
ment with the sheriff whereby tho priso- 
ners would be cared for until the citj 
could provide quarters of their own, and 
would favor such temporary action 


The mayor is strongly in favor of the 


city building a calaboose of its own 
large and strong enough to accommodate 
all the prisoners arrested by the marshal 
and also an office for tho marshal. 
thinks such a building could bo erected 
at a reasonable' sum, and.would give bet 
ter satisfaution to the citizens, than t< 
open up a book account with the county 
A telephone could be placed in the..mar 
shal's office, and the peojple then .coulc 
find that officer'without-, much -trouble 
The above is simply bis -own ^opinion 
and does not wish it understood us th 
opinion o£ the council.
